Help  the  War  Effort  by  Preventing 
Forest  Fires 


NO  ONE  is  exempt  from  helping  to  win  the  war!  EVERY- 
ONE, regardless  of  age,  has  his  or  her  place  in  the  overall  effort! 
Some  men,  because  of  age,  are  called  upon  to  bear  arms; 
man  ships,  submarines  and  planes;  minister  to  the  injured  and 
maintain  morale.  Women,  in  large  numbers,  are  sei-ving  with 
the  armed  forces  as  nurses  and  members  of  the  several  women's 
military  organizations  -  WACS,  WAVES,  SPARS,  etc.  War 
industry  has  taken  millions  of  men  and  women  whose  accomp- 
lishments have  been  the  marvel  of  the  world.  Civilians  at  home 
are  doubling  up  on  their  activities  because  of  the  shortage 
in  manpower,  purchasing  bonds,  assisting  in  numerous  patri- 
otic undertakings,  maintaining  home  morale  and,  on  the  whole, 
carrying  on  with  a  cheerfulness  and  determination  that  is 
typically  American.  Yet,  despite  the  time,  thought  and  effort 
we  are  all  putting  into  the  war  effort  in  general,  we  are,  true 
to  our  peculiar  American  characteristics,  heedless  and  careless 
about  many  important  things  and  one  of  these  is  FIRE  as  it 
relates  to  our  forests. 

Much  harm  can  be  done  the  war  effort  because  of  our 
carelessness  with  fire.  Lumber  has  gone  to  war  in  a  BIG 
WAY!  Our  New  Hampshire  forests  are  contributing  their  full 
share  insofar  as  manpower  permits.  Fire,  the  greatest  enemy 
of  the  forests,  destroys,  diuring  each  of  these  critical  years, 
hundreds  of  acres  of  valuable  trees  that  could  contribute  to 
the  war  effort.  Forest  fires  disiirpt  the  war's  business  by  taking 
men  from  their  important  work  in  industry  and  on  the  faim 
and  reduces  production  of  necessary  war  materials  and  food. 
Forest  fires  require  the  spending  of  much  money  and  material 
that  might  otherwise  be  diverted  into  vital  war  channels.  Forest 
fires   are,   for   the  most  part,   unnecessary   and   avoidable    for 
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ninety-eight  percent  of  such  fires  are,  annually,  the  result  of 
human  carelessness  —  yours  and  mine.  This  can  and  should 
be  remedied  -  NOW!  YOU  can  HELP  THE  WAR  EFFORT 
by  PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES.  The  rules  of  the  game 
are  simple. 

1.  Altvays  be  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Comply  with  regulations  governing  the  use  or  starting 
of  fires  there.     Remember 

a.  You  need  written  permission  from  your  local  forest 

fire  warden  for  debris  burning  fires  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow. 

b.  Be  sure  your  match,  cigar,  cigarette  and  pipe  ashes 
are  OUT  before  dropping  them. 

3.  Be  fire-minded  NOW  as  never  before;  be  careful; 
caution  others  to  be  careful;  be  cooperative  and  thus  help  your 
warden,  your  town,  your  nation  and  yourself -

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Report  of  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Conway: 

During  the  past  year  and  a  half  there  have  been  grave 
and  sometimes  insuperable  obstacles  in  the  way  of  maintaining 
school  facilities  in  accord  with  a  normal  pattern.  It  can  be  said 
that  Conway  has  suffered  less  than  many  communities,  due  in 
part  to  cooperation  all  along  the  line  and  in  part  to  good  luck. 
The  dominant  purpose  in  every  heart  is,  of  course,  to  win  the 
war  completely  and  as  soon  as  possible.  Schools  do,  however, 
have  a  high  priority  among  the  secondary  objectives  of  our 
patriotic  endeavor.  Nevertheless,  only  a  fool  will  fail  to  make 
allowances  for  the  exigencies  of  a  nation  engaged  in  a  total  war. 

Increasing  costs  are  inevitable  for  all  labor,  materials,  trans- 
portation and  other  sendees.  This,  however,  is  not  so  critical 
as  the  lack  of  teachers. 

There  are  available  about  two  qualified  professional 
teachers  for  every  three  jobs.  The  remaining  positions  are 
filled  by  former  teachers  who  have  returned  to  work,  wives  of 
servicemen,  and  emergency  teachers  often  with  little  training 
and  aptitude.  Most  of  these  will  return  to  their  homes  when 
the  war  is  over.  The  colleges  and  normal  schools  are  graduating 
only  two-thirds  of  their  pre-war  number.  In  1948  due  to  the 
increasing  birth  rate,  there  will  be  nearly  a  half  million  more 
pupils  in  the  primary  grades  than  there  are  now.  The  peak 
of  the  crisis  will  not  be  reached  for  three  or  four  years.  The 
only  answer  is  that  teaching  must  be  made  more  attractive  to 
high  quality  men  and  women  as  a  life  profession  and  not  as 
a  make-shift. 

In  many  instances  it  is  impossible  to  find  living  conditions 
for  out-of-town  teachers.  It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  we 
have  lost  many  excellent  candidates  for  this  reason  alone. 

The  fire  at  the  Conway  gi'aded  school  on  February  19, 
1944,  was  a  misfortune,  but  not  a  disaster.  The  building  was 
saved  by  the  magnificent  eflPort  of  the   Conway  firemen   and 
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temporaiy  repairs  were  made  so  that  school  was  resumed  within 
a  few  days.  The  settlement  of  the  insurance  companies  was 
eminenth'  fair  and  adequate  to  put  the  building  back  into 
excellent  condition.  Because  most  of  the  damage  to  walls, 
ceilings  and  other  areas  was  replaced  with  new  material, 
the  building  is  in  better  condition  than  before  the  fire. 

A  summary  of  the  fire  damage  account  is  given  below. 
All  items  of  expense  due  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  fire  are 
charged  in  this  account.  A  few  additional  improvements  were 
made  and  these  were  charged  in  the  special  repairs  account. 
These  include  new '  drinking  fountains,  and  the  fitting  out  of 
the  old  primary  building  for  school  lunches.

The  school  lunch  room  in  the  old  primary  building  should 
be  visited  by  all  who  can  find  it  convenient  to  do  so.  It  is 
a  model  of  what  we  should  have  in  every  school.  The  Parent- 
Teachers  Association  of  Conway  have  done  a  magnificent  job 
in  organizing  the  school  lunch  program. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1944,  we  had  an 
apparent  considerable  balance.  About  $2000  was  insurance 
still  unexpended  as  the  repairs  at  the  Conway  School  were  still 
in  progress.  Part  of  the  remainder  of  the  balance  was  expended 
for  special  repairs  for  which  no  appropriation  was  made.  These 
include  painting  the  Conway  Center  school,  inside  painting, 
new  curtains  and  electiical  wiring  at  North  Conway,  and 
inside  painting  at  Kennett  High  School.        At  the  end  of  the 
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current  fiscal  year  in  June,  so  far  as  we  can  anticipate,  we 
shall  have  a  balance,  but  it  will  not  be  large. 

Last  year  I  called  to  your  attention  the  overcrowded 
condition  at  the  Shirley  School  in  East  Conway.  The  same 
situation  continued  this  year  and  in  December  I  met  practically 
all  the  parents  to  hear  suggestions  and  give  infomiation. 
There  was  no  disposition  to  ignore  the  difRculties  but  there  was 
a  seeming  unanimity  that  something  ought  to  be  done  at  once. 
In  early  January  the  school  was  reorganized  so  that  Mrs. 
Richards  has  the  upper  grades  from  8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  and  Mrs. 
McKeen  has  the  primaiy  grades  from  1  p.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 
Under  this  arrangement  the  pupils  are  receiving  as  much  in- 
struction as  they  would  get  in  any  one-room  school.  There 
are  difficulties,  however,  in  transportation,  and  the  timetable 
is  inconvenient  to  parents.  There  are  solutions  which  could 
be  suggested  in  conditions  other  than  the  war  conditions 
that  confront  us.  I  know  of  no  answer  to  the  problem  at 
this  time  which  will  not  involve  compromises  of  conflicting 
points  of  view.  The  basic  difficulty  is  that  the  school  has  out- 
grown the  limitations  of  a  20-pupil  classroom.  Moreover,  the 
building  is  in  very  poor  repair  and  if  it  is  to  be  used,  it 
must  be  put  into  better  condition  this  summer. 

In  normal  times  it  was  possible  to  make  a  budget  for  the 
following  year  with  considerable  accuracy.  Today  it  is  merely 
careful  guesswork.  The  obvious  procedure  is  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  and  expend  them  with  care  and  economically.  It  is 
assumed  that  it  is  the  will  of  the  citizens  and  parents  that 
the  school  board  continue  their  endeavor  to  maintain  good 
schools  in  spite  of  increasing  costs. 

If  we  could  aflFord  the  expense,  it  would  be  helpful  to 
have  a  suivey  made  of  our  school  organization  by  a  board 
of  expert  school  administrators,  who,  without  prejudice,  could 
tell  us  what  it  all  looks  like  from  the  outside.  Nevertheless, 
we  may  be  doing  the  best  possible  under  existing  conditions. 
Your  superintendent  has  lived  with  our  problems  a  long 
time  and  is  convinced  it  is  not  good  business  to  have  unused 
school  facilities   in   some  places   and  overcrowding  in   others. 
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Nor  is  he  convinced  that  the  high  school  should  operate  indefi- 
nitely as  a  one-session  school.  There  are  other  matters  that 
will  occur  to  you  if  you  read  this  report  to  the  end. 

The  geography  of  the  town  and  the  distribution  of  the 
population  are  factors  which  produce  a  high  total  cost,  but 
they  are  factors  that  cannot  be  changed.  There  have  been 
considerable  shifts  in  population  also  which  have  complicated 
the  situation.  High  school  transportation  is  necessary  and 
justifiable,  but  it  is  an  item  that  many  school  districts  do  not 
have.  In  general  under  the  present  set-up  our  administration 
is  both  prudent  and  economical.  We  have  about  25  pupils 
to  a  teacher  which  means  that  we  do  not  have  too  many 
teachers.  Excellent  as  our  teachers  are,  they  are  not  too  good 
for  us  and  they  are  not  overpaid.  The  problem  I  am  raising 
is  strategic  and  not  tactical.  Is  a  reorganization  possible 
which  would  result  in  better  schools  and  on  a  long  term  basis, 
more  economy  or  at  least  getting  more  for  the  money  spent? 
The  superintendent  might  be  'qualified  to  give  the  answer, 
but  the  answer  when  made  should  be  the  considered  judg- 
ment of  the  citizens  of  this  town. 

The  remainder  of  this  report  is  given  to  a  limited  survey 
of  our  schools  separately. 

KENNETT  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  Here  we  have  a  modem, 
well-staffed  high  school,  valued  at  well  over  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  which  cost  the  Town  of  Conway  $85,000. 
Because  of  necessity  in  a  time  when  there  were  no  big  busses 
and  roads  were  primitive  and  unplowed,  the  hours  of  the 
school  session  are  dependent  upon  the  timetable  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad.  From  the  standpoint  of  health,  con- 
venience, and  school  progress,  a  two-session  school  would  be 
much  better.  It  might  be  possible  to  synchronize  the  hours 
of  opening  the  high  and  elementary  schools  so  that  the  same 
busses  could  take  care  of  both  the  high  school  and  a  part  of 
the  elementary  transportation.  Three  busses  would  probably 
be  sufficient.  There  would  still  be  left  some  elementary  trans- 
portation on  secondary  roads. 
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NORTH  CONWAY  -  The  building  was  not  designed  for 
a  school  but  was  fairly  adequate  until  the  number  of  class- 
rooms exceeded  five.  There  are  seven  teachers  now  in  this 
school  and  there  should  be  eight.  No  architect  was  ever 
bom  who  could  make  this  building  into  an  acceptable  eight 
room  school.  It  would  be  possible,  however,  to  divide  the 
assembly  room  into  two  class  rooms.  This  would  be  expensive 
as  the  light  area  would  have  to  be  increased  and  of  course 
the  school  would  entirely  lose  the  use  of  the  room  as  an 
assembly  hall. 

REDSTONE  —  Here  we  have  an  excellent  two-room  build- 
ing capable  of  accommodating  70  pupils.  The  location  is 
excellent  with  a  large  playground.  It  is  not  in  use  at  present 
but  should  be  kept  in  repair.  At  present  it  is  surplus  non- 
productive property. 

CONWAY  CENTER  -  This  is  a  modern  4-room  school 
with  ample  light,  water,  ventilating  system,  and  large  play- 
ground. With  the  exception  of  the  high  school  it  is  the  best 
school  building  in  the  town.  There  was  one  uufortimate 
error  in  planning  the  building  as  all  rooms  have  a  24-pupil 
capacity  instead  of  the  standard  35.  It  could  accommodate 
104  pupils  if  necessary.  Two  rooms  are  used  now.  One  of 
the  vacant  rooms  has  heat  but  there  is  no  radiation  in  the 
other.  Neither  vacant  room  has  any  school  furniture,  and  the 
ventilating  system  and  radiation  on  the  west  side  were  wrecked 
by  a  freeze-up  in  the  dim  past. 

SHIRLEY  SCHOOL.  This  is  a  20-to-24-pupil  room  ac- 
commodating 35  to  40  pupils  rmless  operated  on  a  two- 
session  basis  as  is  done  now  as  an  emergency  measure.  It 
needs  painting  inside  and  out,  new  toilets  and  heater.  Seats 
are  non-adjustable  and  obsolete.  High  school  pupils  from  this 
area  attend  Fryeburg  Academy  and  tlieir  tuition  is  paid  by 
Conway  at  an  expense  this  year  of  $1750  and  more  next. 

CONWAY  GRADED  SCHOOL  -  The  building  is  well 
planned,  in   excellent  condition  and  well  kept.     There   aiv  six 
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35-pupil  class  rooms.  Lunch  facilities  are  in  the  little  build- 
ing. The  only  class  room  with  adjustable  seats  is  the  first 
grade  room. 

Mr.  Robert  Kennett,  chairman  of  the  school  board  and 
serving  his  second  term,  resigned  January  22  to  serve  with  the 
Red  Cross  organization  overseas.  He  has  been  an  efficient 
and  progressive  member  of  the  school  board  and  while  he  will 
be  missed,  the  entire  personnel  of  the  school  organization 
is  proud  of  his  acceptance  of  this  opportunity  to  serve  humanity. 

In  June  your  superintendent  will  have  completed  nineteen 
years  of  service  in  Conway.  The  years  have  slipped  by  like  a 
dream  and  a  forgetting.  There  is  plenty  to  forget  that  should 
be  forgotten  but  there  is  more  to  dream  about  in  the  future 
of  our  children  and  children's  children  through  whom  we  shall 
live  hereafter.

Report  of  Headmaster 

Mr.  John  H.  Fuller, 
Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  submit  the  follov/ing  report  of  Kennett  High  School  for 
the  past  year : 

Of  the  29  graduates  of  Kennett  High  School  in  June,  1944, 
3  have  been  registered  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
2  in  business  colleges,  3  registered  for  training  as  nurses,  and 
one  is  taking  part-time  graduate  work. 

This  year's  registration  as  of  January  20  totals  199,  1 
post-graduate,  33  seniors,  42  juniors,  54  sophomores,  69  fresh- 
men, a  total  of  89  boys  and  110  girls.  As  of  the  above  date 
17  pupils  had  left  school,  10  girls  and  7  boys,  4  of  whom 
moved  out  of  town,  2  left  because  of  changed  family  conditions, 
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1  entered  the  merchant  Marine,  4  left  for  employment,  2  for 
reasons  unknown,  and  5  because  of  lack  of  ability  or  intei-est. 
The  distribution  by  subject  matter  is  as  follows:  198 
registered  in  English,  31  Latin,  41  Modern  Languages,  119 
Mathematics,  155  Science,  85  Commerce,  81  Industrial  Arts, 
51  Home  Economics,  and  91  Social  Science.  The  number 
taking  shop  comses,  science  and  mathematics  indicates  that  our 
pre-induction   responsibility   is   being   met  with    some   success. 

The  attendance  record  has  been  better  than  last  year  with 
an  average  attendance  of  96.3%  This  record  could  be  im- 
proved if  parents  would  schedule  dental  appointments  and 
eye  examinations  on  non-school  days.  Days  lost  from  school 
cannot  be  made  up.  Time  can  be  made  up  but  class  reaction 
cannot  be  replaced.  There  have  been  280  cases  of  tardiness 
which  is  an  unreasonable  number.

The  popularity  of  the  shop  work  has  made  itself  manifest 
again  this  year  when  twenty-four  freshmen  reported  for  in- 
struction. The  sophomore  class  remained  large  with  twenty- 
two  members.  The  upper  classes  do  not  run  high  for  many 
reasons. 

We  are  trying  to  get  a  new  cabinet-making  shop  set  up 
for  1945-1946.  This  new  shop  will  make  it  possible  to  divide 
the  large  classes  so  that  proper  instruction  can  be  given.  The 
boys  are  doing  the  work  of  making  new  benches  and  helping 
in   the  change   over. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Headmaster,  Superintendent  and 
School  Board  for  their  splendid  cooperation.

"There  has  been  a  serious  neglect  in  the  dental  program. 
Approximately  25%  of  the  teeth  defects  have  received  attention 
since  school  opened  in  September,  the  remaining  group  being 
divided  into  two  sections,  those  with  defects  in  temporary 
teeth  which  in  time  will  be  replaced  by  permanent  teeth,  and  the 
others  with  defects  in  permanent  teeth.  The  six -year  molars 
(the  sixth  tooth  from  center  to  back)  are  the  first  permanent 
teeth  coming  in  about  the  sixth  year.  Far  too  often  these 
teeth  are  taken  for  baby  teeth  and  are  so  badly  decayed  that 
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53 
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100 
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they  must  be  pulled.  This  is  a  great  tragedy  as  they  are 
the  four  corner  posts  of  the  mouth.
